Peace Talk 


'Detroit, May 28— (AP)—Tired 
negotiators strove grimly for a 
settlement of the Ford strike to- 
day. 


After a night-long tussle the 


company and CIO United Auto 
Workers were still trying beyond 
daybreak to untangle the dispute 


On .the efforts of the conference 


in the strike's 23rd day hung the 
chance of an early return to work 
of 106,000 Ford employes idled in 
the "speed-up" fight. 


Chief negotiators John 8. Bugas 


of Ford and Walter Reuther of the 
union made no comment as they 
left the sessions for brief rests 


Both were wan. 
Reuther, the 


union president, slumped in a chair 
when he took one breathing spell 
from the protracted meeting in a 
midtown hotel. 


It seemed evident, however, that 


they were determined to reach a 
verdict. 


The night-long negotiation ses- 


sion was unprecedented in the 
strike. 


A't 7:30 a. m. the 25-odd company 


and union men had been in con- 
tinuous session for 11 hours. 


They had* resumed conference at 


8:30 o'clock last night after » pre- 
vious five hours of talks earlier 
yesterday in two separate sessions

House Probers Give Dixon State Hospital 0. K. 


Chicago Daily 
News Story Is 
Branded False 


AiTlUinois house committee has 


declared that published reports of 
a dysentery epidemic at Dixon 
State? hospital are "without fact." 


The committee, which visits 


state charitable institutions, re- 
ported yesterday that ""there is 
ibsolutely no cause for alarm" 
about health conditions at the 
mental institution. 


It said reports of its investiga- 


tion were being sent to Gov. Ste- 
venson and Fred K. Hoehler, di- 
rector of the state welfare depart- 
ment. 


The group reported that Dr. 


Louis Belinson, superintendent of 
the Dixon hospital, told them: 


"The accounts of the alleged 


epidemic have been in some de- 
gree factual but the inferences and 
suggestions proposed have, -been 
gross distortions of the true state 
of ,affairs." ' 


No Epidemic 


"The Dixon State hospital does 


not have an epidemic of bacillary 
dysentery and we do not have a 
situation that is 'explosive,' as has 
been described." 


Kep. Edward C. Hunter (D- 


Rockford) secretary of the com- 
mittee, said: 
t 


There is no active type of 


dysentery at the institution, at 
present." 
; 


Dr. Belinson said only patients 


at the hospital are^eja^ tfeated 
for 
a"' diarrhoea! condition. Of 


these, he said, only, three cases 
have been diagnosed as dysen- 
tery. 


He added: "The illness of five 


patients, none of whom are at all 
serious, does not constitute an 
epidemic." 


He did not identify the reports 


he referred to. 


News Carried Story 


Last Wednesday the Chicago 


Daily News carried a news story 
which said in part: 


"In the canvass now being con- 


ducted (at Dixon) 600 of the 4,700 
population have been found to be 
infected. 


"Most all of these are carriers. 
"Each patie'nt before he is de- 


tected and treated is a potential 
powder keg capable of setting off 
a flarup of epidemic proportions." 


Also last Wednesday Hoehler 


reported the welfare department 
was intensifying efforts to stamp 
out "a chronic dysentery situa- 
tion" at the hospital. He said the 
condition was not "acute." 


Dr. Belinson reported that ex- 


aminations at the hospital has 
shown 677 positive enteric cases 
since 1943. All of these were 
treated until negative and there 
is no basis for considering any of 
them carriers.

felled the animal and as it lay on 
the ground, Hess succeeded .in 
killing it.

Communist officials have not set 


the rates for their new currency. 


Consequently, merchants who 


are rapidly reopening their places 
of business won't take the old 
Nationalist currency, which was 
afloat in great volume before the 
Communists took the city, 


The open money market was 


dealing already in

money along with Chinese silver 
dollars and U. S. currency. These 
three are all merchants will ac- 
cept. 


The Nanking-Shanghai railroad 


is ready to resume regular service.

there is only a 10-day sitpply ot 
coal. 


Railway service between Shang- 


hai and Nanking was getting back 
to normal. The first train to Nan- 
king departed late today after two 
officers arrived to head the rail- 
way department of the Communist 
control \jouncil.

Eisler was freed yesterday by a Bow street court magistrate in 


extradition proceedings instituted by the United States.

office_ would "exert every effort 
to secure the return of the fugi- 
tive," and would not give up 
efforts to get him back. 


"I expected it," Eisler said in a 


press interview. "I expect every

MANY AT OPEN HOUSE 


A large crowd enjoyed the open 


house and style show presented 
by the homemakmg department 
of Amboy township high school 
Tuesday evening in the high 
school auditorium.

of several through- 
out the country 
selected by the 
Federal Housing 
and Home Finance 
Agency to show 
how builders are 
now producing 
low-cost dwellings 
which embody 
good planning and 
top-quality con- 
struction. It was 
erected on a large 
plot with plenty of 
room for addi- 
tions. Price was 
$5,350. Basement 
was eliminated 
and kitchen and 
bath placed back- 


costs The dining nook off the kitchen is at the front of the house 
beneath a window to afford a pleasant view. The oversized living- 
room is separated from the front door by a vestibule and large 
closet space is provided for the two bedrooms. The house, con- 
taining 624 square feet, is heated by an air-circulating fireplace. An 
oil or gas heater could be used at only slight additional cost. The 
house is insulated with mineral wool to save fuel expense and to 
make the home cooler in summer. The attic, not high enough for 
converting into a room, has ample space for general storage. The 
house is of standard frame construction, its wood studs and wood 
sheathing covered with asbestos-cement board. The siding is applied 
vertically and the joints covered with wood battens for distinctive 
exterior appearance. \ Lattice-work at the doorways provides 
additional charm. Interior walls and ceilings are gypsum lath and 
plaster and the house has a hardwood floor over a good subfloor. 
A 30-gallon electric tank supplies hot water. Refrigerator and range 
were not included in the $4,900 mortgage remaining after a $450 
down payment. Carrying charges, including payments on principal, 
interest, hazard insurance and taxes, total only $33.84 per month. 


3 Bedrooms on One Floor 


3?hree bedrooms on one 
floor and a spacious livinf- 
room with fireplace are con- 
venient features of this at- 
tractive dwelling. Its 43-foot 
width requires a plot of 60 
feet or more wide, and the 
pleasing rambling effect and 
livability of the first-floor lay- 
out will appeal to all families. 
To enable two persons to oc- 
cupy the smallest bedroom, 
double-deck bunks may be 
built across one end of the 
room. This will require a 
minimum of floor space. 


Placing the kitchen at the front of the house makes it convenient 


to side entrance and basement stairs. There is pace in the attic 
for two additional rooms. The house, planned by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (Plan No. 710-5441), has a good hall arrangement 
to eliminate traffic jams and to separate the sleeping quarters from 
the kitchen and living-room. Exterior sidewalls of white clapboard 
or asbestos siding are carried on standard frame construction with 
full-thick blankets and, batts of mineral wool insulation between 
studs and in the roof area to save fuel in winter and insure summer 
comfort. By painting the* shutters bright blue, green, red or yellow, 
the exterior is given a distinctive appearance. At slight additional 
cost, the pair of double-hung windows in the front of the living- 
room can be replaced by one large picture window.

Washington, May 28—(AP)— 


President Truman's crack that the 
Atomic Energy commission has 
become a "pre-election campaign" 
target met a Republican denial 
today that politics is involved in 
congress' AEC inquiry. 


The president said he deplored 


"the fact that trivial items have 
been blown up to the proportions 
that threaten the integrity of the 
(atomic) program." 


This was an apparent reference 


to (1) the. disappearance of an 
ounce of uranium—of which the 
AEC said all but one seventh was 
recovered—and (2) the revelation 
that at least one Communist was 
awarded an AEC study fellow- 
ship. 


Senator Differs 


While Mr. Truman said he has 


"entire confidence" in AEC chair- 
man David E. Lilienthal, Senator 
Hickenlooper (R-Iowa) told re- 
porters he differs on that point. 


Hickenlooper, who seeks 
re- 


election to the senate next year, 
said "there is no politics whatso- 
ever" in his criticism of Lilienthal 
and his suggestion that the com- 
mission chairman get out because 
of what the Iowa senator has 
called 
"incredible 
mismanage- 


ment" of atomic affairs. 


Chairman McMahon (D-Conn) 


of the senate-house atomic com- 
mittee and also up for re-election 
next year, said: 


"Since the president knows just 


how many bombs we have, it is 
reassuring to know that he is 
satisfied with the progress of the 
atomic energy program."

James Forrestal's fresh grave in Arlington cemetery is
